and will have an opportunity to worship with their families, The services will 
last, unless the Epistles or Gospels are Tong, 1 hour and 15 minutes for those 
who remain in church for the whole time of the services. Therefgre, with the 
following program, there is no necessity for a Saturday Church School, 


The tie-in of the parish activities with the community affairs will, I believe, 
benefit both.

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GUIDE FOR STANDING NOTICES 


The following notices, based on the Church’s Canons, and drawn from the 
Prayer Book and the Church’s traditions, will be of assistance in planning special 
ministrations of the Church, or are of general interest to members of the 
Church, 


The Church is always open for prayer and meditation - by requesting a key. 


The Rector is always ready and desirous tominister to those in sickness or 
other adversity, and should be called in the event of illness or impending death. 


The Rector should always be consulted before arrangements are made for 
Baptisms, Marriages, or Funerals at which he is expected to officiate. 


Holy Baptism, except in the case of emergency, must always be administered 
in the Church, on a Sunday or Holy Day. For a male child there must be at least 
two Godfathers and one Godmother. For a female child there must be two God- 
mothers and one Godfather, At least one of the Godparents should be a communi- 
cant of the Episcopal Church. The others must, at least, have been baptized and 
be members of a Christian Church, Baptism is the means of entrance into the 
Christian Church and should be administered as soon as possible after birth. 
Adult baptism will be provided for by special arrangements, and witnesses re- 
place Godparents, In order to fulfill their vows, sponsors in Baptism should have 
an interview with the Rector previous to the Baptism by appointment. 


Holy Matrimony, except in the case of illness, should be solemnized in the 
Church. The clergy must solemnize marriage under laws (secular and sacred) 
which are easily understood by Churchmen, No plans for weddings which involve 
the Church or the clergy should be made without the consultation of the latter. 
Before any steps are taken for weddings, the clergy ought to be asked to explain 
the provisions for the use of the Church, the music, and decorations, etc. The 
Rector should have three days? notice of an impending marriage, and preferably 
four weeks, in order to provide adequate time for instruction. 


Christian burial, in the case of baptized or communicant members of the 
Church, should always be held in the Church. In fairness to the Church, no spec- 
ific plans ought to be made for the time or place of the service without first con- 
sulting the clergy. You will find the latter eager, willing, and ready to cooperate 
with any reasonable plan. No flowers, except those on the Altar, are permitted 
in the Church. While it is in the Church, the casket is closed and covered with 
a pall, symbolizing the equality of all under the love of God. 


Private Communion will be administered to those who, by reason of infirmity 
or illness, are unable to attend the public services of the Church. Due notice 
Should be given to the Rector, and atthe time of the Communion, a table or dres- 
ser prepared with a white linen cloth, a small glass of water, and a spoon. Rev- 
erent silence should be maintained both before and after the administration of 
the Holy Communion, The first Monday of every month, the Rector will take the 
Communion to the sick and shut ins or at any time for emergencies. 


Unction of the Sick - for those desiring Laving on of Hands, please notify 
the Rector before the service. This will be done when you come up to receive 
your communion, 


Churching of Women after child-birth: for those who wish to give thanks after 
child-birth, Please notify the Rector. 


Children's Blessing for those who are not confirmed, may come to the 
communion rail, kneel down and cross your arms. 


Altar Flowers may be placed on the Altar by calling the Parish Office, 
IV 3-7799, or Altar Guild Directress. 


Good standing in the Church is maintained only by participation in the 
Church's worship in the parish on at least a majority of the Sundays in the year 
(except when prevented by physical incapacity) and by the payment of pledged 
offerings for the work of the Church, In addition, in the case of Communicants, 
Holy Communion must be received at Christmas, Easter and Whitsunday. Only 
persons in good standing may vote at parish meetings or be elected to parish 
offices, 


A pledge shall be considered as any other bill, but even more so, because 
of it being a promise to God (unless emergencies of sickness, death or personal 
reverses occur notifying Rector, Wardens and Vestry) shall be considered 
inviolate and shall be rendered until settlement has been made, 


Communicants entering or leaving the parish should obtain letters of transfer 
to their new parish for proper record keeping. 
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THE PARISH EUCHARIST 
of St. Stephen’s of Wissahickon Church 


A note about our service; traditionally the Church has met on Sunday 
morning to do two things -- to hear God’s Word proclaimed in the Bible and 
preaching; and for the Breaking of the Bread. We have missed the norm of 
Christian worship unless the two things are held closely together. In most 
Churches today we find both these elements expressed, but they have come 
separated. One must choose between Morning Prayer or Holy Communion -- 
Word or sacrament. One also finds in most Churches two or more services, 
so that there is a further choice which must be made -- a choice of congrega- 
tion, 


This service is an attempt to help overcome the separation which has 
taken place between Word and sacrament, congregation and congregation, and 
to give us a full experience of worship. It is the essential unity of the Church to 
which we are trying to give expression,
